Paris, Oct. 5—A French correspond- 
ent, who has just reached Payonne 
from Lisbon, has sent an account by 
telephohne of the outbreak and the 
scenes which followed. Lisbon, 
says, is today like a city of the dead, 
The republican flag floats triumphant- 
ly over every public building in the 
capital. Contrary to the first reports 
this account of the outbreak de*ares 
that it was the ships which began the 
bombardment of the palace. It was 
the Fourth artillery regiment which 
commenced the cannonading as soon 
as the rising within the city began. 
Meanwhile the First Artillery regiment 
and an infantry regiment attacked the 
Municipal guards which were holding 
the lower part of the city and pre- 
venting insurgent troops from joining 
their comrades Unofficial advices 
have reached Bayonne the effect 
that the revolutionary movement has 
carried Oporto. 

Casualties Reported Heavy. 

Vigo, Spain, Oct. 5—The number or 
casualties as a result of the fighting 
in Lisbon is very large. The dead 
exceeded 100 in the early stages of the

It wus a horrible indictment of the 
police and the soldiers prior to and at 
the time of the revolution, He told 
specially made rubber whips, 
and those made of braided tron with 
which the flesh was knouted from the 
bones of hapless prisoners and sus- 
pects; of those who had bones broken, 


eyes gouged out with lead pencils 
when they were being examined; of 
others who were tortured by being 


burned with glowing cigarettes; of 
others who were held to the ground 
while cruel police and soldiers jump- 
ed on their chests, and with iron-shod 
boots smashed in the chest bones; of 
others more fortunate who were simp- 
ly shot to death, He receited a dozen 
specific cases, thoroughly authenticat- 
ed by the evidence of eye witnesses or 


of the victims themselves. 
Intention of Evidenc, 
The intention of this evidence on 


the part of the defence was to show 
that Russia was in a state of revolu- 
tion and under martial law at the time 
of the crimes alleged to have been

He 
had been served with a copy of the in- 
dictment and had brought it to Am- 
erica with him, but had lost it after 
exhibiting it in a Chicago court in a 
case similar to the present Fedorenko
